“What!..No Beer’? 


The human cyo is a more important 
factor fn film comedy than the car, 
So says Edward . Sedgwick, ‘who 
dircets: tho Buster Keaton—Jimmy 
Durahte film comedies, tho Iatcst of 
which, “What! No Beer?" comes 
to-niorrow to the Quctn’s Theatre. 

Sedgwick holds that talking pictures 
have imposed Icss change on the 
technique of comedy than of drama, 
“Audiences respond more readily to 
what they see than to whnot thoy 
hear,” ho avers. “That is why the 
‘gag’ is still the most vital factor in 
screen comedy.’ It is what the players 
do, more than what they say, which 
provokes the deepest mirth. Actlona 
still speak louder than words.” 

In. taking this view, however, 
Sedgwick distinguishes between 
comedy relief in drama and pure 
comedy of the Keaton-Durante type. 
“In drama,” he explains, “the effect 
of comedy relief depends wholly on 
the situntion. If the situntion is 
dramatic, anything tending to relieve 
tension will draw a laugh. A single 
word spoken facctiously can produce 
this offect, : 

“But in purely comic plays the 
situation, while it must ba inherently 
funny to begin with, gets its effect 
from the manner of working out the 
situation. In other words, how the 
situation is ‘gagged.’ Dinlogue -th:at 
stage audiences usually 
draws ‘only snickers from the sercen. 

“The gag acts as a change of pace. 
It is a divergence from the story 
action, a sort of intermission which 
comes without stopping the story. 
That Is the way our present and other 
Keaton-Durante ‘plots are — built. 
First the scenario and dialogue writere 
work out their seript, then wa tale

“Employment for a million work- 
loss wage-cnrners by October JA 
noxt ig one of the predicted results 
of the Industrial Recovery Act, 
signed Inst week by the Amorican 
President. : 

The Act, which has ‘been put 
into force at once, is a remarkable 
measure. © ; : . 

It was designed by President 
Roosevelt to establish ‘the ma- 
chinery necessary for @ great co- 
operative movement - throughout 
all industry in order to obtain 
wide re-employment, to shorten the 
work-weck, to pay & decent wage 
for the ‘shorter week, and to 
prevent unfair competition and 
disnstrous .over-production.” 

One of its. provisions enables 
the American industries to set uP 
“sodds of fair practice”, which! 
must approved by the Prosident 
and which then become enforce- 
able by law, dealing with minimum 
wages, maximum working hours, 
prices qnd production, and other 
matters; such ‘as. unfair com- 
petitive practices, and: even mat- 
tors of accountancy. : 

These codes must recognise the 
right of the workers to organise 
and to bargain collectively. The 
Act authorises the President to 
facilitate collective bargaining o0 
wages and working hours; where 
agreements are not made, ho may 
impose them; and agreements, 
when framed, are to have the force 
oflaw. —~ 


PERMANENT SYSTEM. 


If necessary, the President may 
institute a system of licenses in 
an industry in order to make & 
code effective, and breaches of 
licensing provisions will be 
punishable by fine or imprison- 
ment. . es: : 

Provision is.also made to secure 
information and authority for the 
establishment of an industrial 
planning and reasearch dency. 
The purpose of the Act, in fact, 
is not merely to supply temporary 
expedients for overcoming the 
emergency, but to lay the founda- 
tions of permanent system of 
industrial planning and control. 

Not without reason, therefore, 
has the President himself describ- 
ed the Act as the most important 
and far-reaching logislation ever 
enacted by the American Congress. 

“It represents, a supreme effort 
‘(sald the President) to stabilise 
for all time the many factors 
which make for the prosperity of 
the nation and the preservation 
of American standards.” .
